Varions estiates have been made ay to
the number of povsons killed iu dusls. We
are inelined to think it has been greatly ovaer.
rated. We read that doring the reign of
Henry IV of Frauce, four thougand gentlenen
lost their Hves in that country by doelling:
and that during the reigns of Lonis XIIT and

Louis XIV searcely a doy -passed withont
several fatal duels in Parig alone. A little
refloction will convinee us that there must
be considerable exnggervation in  these
statemnents, At the rate of even two hun.
dred denths a year, the Freuch Court
would speedily luwve been deprived of
every gentlemsan in it, which we know
has never been the ease, The number of

dtiels fought in England daring the reign of
George 111, a period of sialy years, was only
o bundred and seventy-two, and Dt sixty-
nine persons were killed. This comes more
within the pale of belief. We believe the
number of doels fonght in Lthis conntry to be
very moderate.

It was sapposed by
them that Mr. Graves, or Mr. Wise, or some
of the party, would raive a weapon at Webb
whereupon it was agreed that Webb nhrmhi
instantly shoot Mr. Cilley, and that they

should  then defend themselves in
the best way they eould.” The death
of Mr. Cilley before they reached the

ground thwarted their scheme. All this oc-
enrred in Washington only thirty years ago.
It was snid at the time that the duel was a
grove thing for Cilley, and o #silly thing for
Graves.

Another equally savage affair was the dnel
between Major Biddle and Spenser Petlis in
1841, It took place in Tissonri. They
fought at five feet distance, and their pistols
overlnpped each other, Both were mortally
wounded, and they exchanged forgiveness on
the gronnd, How much better would it have
beon to have done this at first!

Perbaps no doel is more iliustrative of the
imperions demnnds of the code of honor
than that between Henry Clay aud John Ran.
delph, which originated in the heat of debate
in 1526, Both of these distingnished men
really esteemed each other. Randolph, the
night previous, declaved to Gen. Hawilton
thit nothing should induce him to harmn a
hair of Clay's bead; and on the ground, after
firing, Clay stepped forward and said to Han.
dolph, *I trust in Giod, my dear sir, you are
nntouched: after what has ocourrved, I wonld
not have harmed you for a thousand worlds !
And Randolph declared to his second, *‘I
wonld not have seen Mr, Clay fall mortally, or
even doubtfully, wounded for all the land that
is watered by the King of Floods and all his
tributary streams!”  These illustrious comba-
tants became fast frviends ever afterward. But
wasnol thewhols transaction a keen parody on
the system which required them to “‘go ont?"
Very different was the termination of the duel
between Alphonso Stewart and Willinm Ben.
nett, both of Tlinois, The seconds intended
to muoke a sham aflair of it, and it is sup-
posed that Stewart was in the secret. Ben.-
nett, however, suspeeted n joke, and after
receiving his gun fromw his second he dropped
a Lall into it, fived, and killed Stewart. For
this murder he was hanged. This 0c-
curred in 1520,

The
French poet Homien received the following
challenge froin o young rival:—*'8ir, 1 seud
you with this note a ballad, which 1 beg you
will read with groat attention, If you think
you can add a few words to il, and they suit
me, [ consent Lo accept yon as a collaboraiar,
I have the Lionor,” ete, The mannscript was
returned to the anthor with this reply: —*'Sir,
I have read your ballul with the greatest
attention. 1 leave you the choice of wea-
pong.”  The wmweeting took plaee withont
serions resinlt, Iexe is another French speci-
men:—A gentleman was playing billiards,
when s young man aceidentally ran up aguinst
bim, ‘‘Who is this abortion who rubs against
me?” exclaimed the player.

otber's reputation. Duzanez seut Vallon a hat

cossary directions to aide-de-camp,
Captain Dupont, Tn the econrse of the
evening Féurnier prosented him-
self, but wii  refused adwmittance

by Dupont. The consequence was a challenge
to the latter from Fournier. They met and
fought with swords; and Fournier was severely
wounded, hut he exclaimed as he fell, *“That's
the first touch,” and promised Dupont that he
wotild soon have another, In a month he got
well: they fought again, and this time Dapont
was grievously wounded, exclaiming as he
fell, “That's the second touch: as soon
as possible for the finish.” When Dupont

recovered, they fought again, and both
parties were alightly wonnded. They then
drew np a fnrmnf agreement to fight

whenever they were within a hundred miles
of each other, each party to go half way
unless provented by the exigencies of the
service.  They crossed swords frequently
pursnant to this agreement, but never se-
riously injured each other; and they always
shook hands before fighting, 'They also cor-
responded amicably. At length they were
both made generals and sent to Switzerland.
Dupont arrived late at night at a little vil-
lage where there was no inn: nota light to
be seen, except at the window of a small
cottage, He went to it and knocked,
and the door waa opened by Fonrnier.
They at onee drew their swords and set
to, conversing amicably as they fought,
Dupent presently drove his sword through
Fourniers neck and pinned him to the wall,
and wonld bave held him there till he eapitu-
Iated, but that some officers, hearing the
senflle, came in and separated them. i‘(mr-
nier recovered from the wound, Some time
afterwards, Dupont thonght of marrying, but
the obstacle ltlHJi'-i doing so was his agreement
with Fournier. How was he to get rid of it ?
He resolved to go to Fournier, state tho case,
and ask him to settle the business with pis-
tols. Fournier, being one of the most extr-
ordinary shots ever known, was astonishod,
and asked Dupont if he was mad; bat the
latter proposed that they should go into a
little wood near Neuilly, armed each with a
pair of horse-pistols, and having gone
ont of sight of each other, they shoull
track ench other as they besat could, and
fire ot eonvenience. This having been agreed
to, they adjourned to the wood and separated,
After much dodging, they caught sight of
each other hehind two trees. To stir was cer-
tain death to either; so, after waiting a few
minutes, Dupont raised the tail of his coat as
if stooping down. Instantly a ball from
Fournier passed through it. Soon after this
Dupont held ont his hat with his right hand
and presented his barrel as though taking
aimi. The second ball from Fournier went
through the hat. Dupont now stepped for
ward with both pistols cocked, and told Fonr-
nier that he would not take his life, but that
he must never cross his path again, for if he
did he (Dupont) should eclaim the right of
putting his two bullets into his (Fournier’s)

brains, And thus ended this long protracted
affair, BSurely, none but Frenchmen wouid

have carried on suach a tingi-comedy for so
long a time.

As n contrast to the «eng fradd exhibited Ly
these Fronchmen, we extraot the following
aceconnt of o duel between two Irishmen,.a
barrister and an atforney. The barrister had
in court fhung his powdered wig in the attor-
ney’s foce, andahostile mesting was the result.
The attorney fived and issed: the bacrister,
who hed reserved his fire, then furiously
brandished his pistol to the imminent danger
of the bystanders, and said to his sscond:
“Shall T msh upon him with a shont, aftey
the manner of the ancients " Some of the
Irish duels were occasioned by practieal jokes,
a5 in the ease of Frank Shelton, who called
ont an exciseman for ramming the butt-end
of a horsewhip down his throat while he lay
diunk and sleoping with his month open,

Duels have been a great card with novelists,
Lever excals in his descriptions of them, as
the readers of “‘Harry **Lorrequer,” “Charles
O'Malley,” “*Jack Hinton,” and ‘“I'om Burke
of Ours’ can testify. Sir Walter Scott hns

also  made effective use of them in
*The Monastery,” ‘‘St. Ronan's Wall,"
*“T'he Legend . of Montrose, and

other tales; bnt his crowning effort is in the
battle of the clans in “*The Fair Maid of
Perth,” The duel between Lovelace and
Colonel Morden, in *‘Clarissn Harlowe,” is a
masterpiece in its way, That between **Cha-
tean-Renaud"” and “Fabien dei Franchi,” in
The Corsicen Brathors, is the most dramatic
of all achievements in the sensation line,

The subject of duelling is capable of in-
definite extension, but our limits warn us to
stop, which we do, hoping that the time is
rapidly passing away when there will be any
ocension for such advice as that given by
Grattan, on his deathbed, to his son:—*‘Be
always veady with your pistol.”
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
